Alter the briefing Mr. Thomas es;pressed his appreciati<m 
and staled that he was much encmiraged by the approach being 
taken and the obvious thoroughness of the study. Only a few questions 
were asked, the most per tine at from the CIA viewpoint concerned a 
questicsting of the need for CIA having the requirexneiME for Direct 
fatellig ence Support Esqsloitation of imagery interpretation te ail" 
categories of intelligence where titere are specific dlvlsi«as of 
responsibility for Intelligence Production. Carroll esq^ressed the 
same view but in a restrained manner. He has made similar com- 
ments at previous nmctings but has always added that it is up to 
the DCI to determine what is Mcessary to support his function. I 
steled fiiat the DCI, as the primary intelligence officer for the 
White House and the Government, requires an across-the-board 
capability in the intelligence arena with the imagery interpretation 
eaq>ertise to back it up in support of his responsibilities. My 
impression is that no views were changed by the discussion. 

Sobsequenl to* the briefiag »nd after tl^ departure 
Thomae aad Korleyt a abort conference waa held on a aerloua

Alao, there were major changes In 
the categories in which the isderpretaticHia were ezx^>loyed* 1 
eapressed the view that I now had little c<mfideace in the credibility 
of the or^'inal figures and no more in the new aubmiasions* 

Carroll ah»o eaq>re8aed hhi coacem to General Maples « who ban 
been in charge of the DOD team. These changes, if accepted, 
will have a major effect upcnx work already accomplished by the 
Joint team, including &e invaUdatioa of appendices which have 
been put in final form.
